SUMMARY: AIR SUPPORT AND LOGISTICAL PROBLEMS CONTINUED TO PLAGUE 
THE SPRING CAMPAIGN, WHICH MADE RESPECTABLE PROGRESS DESPITE 
THEM; THE USG AGREED TO PROVIDE TWO ADDITIONAL BELL 212 
HELICOPTERS; MEXICO WAS VISITED DURING MARCH BY THE INSPECTOR 
GENERAL FOR FOREIGN ASSISTANCE AS WELL AS BY OFFICERS FROM 
S/NM AND ARA; THE MEXICAN CENTER FOR DRUG DEPENDENCY RESEARCH 
(CEMEF) SENT 31 PROFESSIONALS TO MIAMI FOR PREVENTION/TREATMENT 
TRAINING; MEXICAN OFFICIALS CALLED ATTENTION TO THE PROBLEM 
OF NARCOTICS BEING EXCHANGED FOR CONTRABAND ON THE HIGH SEAS, 
AND THE GROWING INCIDENCE OF DRUG ABUSE IN THE VALLEY OF MEXICO; 
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FOR 50-65 PERCENT OF THE HEROIN ENTERING THE UNITED STATES 
TODAY. SEIZURES AND ARRESTS WERE DOWN FROM THE PREVIOUS MONTH.

L EMBASSY AND GOM ACTIVITIES 

A. DESPITE INADEQUATE HELICOPTER SUPPORT AND LOGISTICAL 
PROBLEMS, THE 1975 INTENSIFIED CAMPAIGN MADE GOOD PROGRESS IN 
MARCH. THIS WAS DUE LARGELY TO HARD WORK BY ALL PERSONNEL 
CONCERNED. SEE WEEKLY PROGRESS REPORT SUMMARIZED IN MEXICO 
2118, MEXICO 2335, MEXICO 2554, AND MEXICO 2794. 

B. AN EXCHANGE OF LETTERS AMENDING THE DECEMBER 1 1, 1974 
BILATERAL AGREEMENT, TO PROVIDE FOR THE GRANT OF TWO BELL 212 
HELICOPTERS, WAS EFFECTED BETWEEN AMBASSADOR JOVA AND ATTORNEY 
GENERAL OJEDA PAULLADA ON MARCH 20. (SEE MEXICO 2511). 

C. MR. DUGSTAD (S/NM), MR. BROWN (ARA) AND MR. BUCK (S/NM) 

PAID AN EARLY MARCH VISIT TO MEXICO TO CONFER WITH THE AMBASSADOR 
AND EMBASSY OFFICERS, MEET WITH GOM OFFICIALS AND VISIT THE 
SINALOA/CHIHUAHUA/DURANGO FORWARD BASES AND POPPY GROWING

IONALS PARTICIPATED IN A TWO WEEK PREVENTION/TREATMENT COURSE 
AT THE SAODAP MIAMI TRAINING CENTER. MOST OF THE PARTICIPANTS 
WERE TO DIRECT OR STAFF THE NEW CEMEF TREATMENT CENTERS 
THROUGHOUT MEXICO, WHILE OTHERS WERE FROM CEMEF HEADQUARTERS 
OR THE OFFICE OF THE ATTORNEY GENERAL. 

F. REAR ADMIRAL MIGUEL PORTELA CRUZ, COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF OF
